News photography, with the added impetus recently of spot- 
news TV, has come from the sidelines to the spotlight. No 
longer need the photographer covering a congressional hear- 
ing necessarily wait outside, lucky to get two senators shaking 
hands when itis all over. Today he is not only inside for the 
whole shebang, as in the current McCarthy investigation 
(pp. 32, 33), but senators may even write him plaintive mes 
sages, like the one the junior senator from Wisconsin hi 
sent last week saying, “Could I have time off from « 
for 10 seconds to use handkerchief?” 

We still prefer to be more or less anonymous recorders of 
the passing scene, but in the show business atmosphere of the 
current hearings it isn’t surprising to find a photographer as 
an actor. Lire’s Hank Walker, for example, was seen by 20 
million televiewers in a dramatic little cameo last week en- 
titled ‘The Frustrated Scoop.” 

It started when Walker photographed a document held up 
by a witness. McCarthy objected and in the discussion Walker 


had the undisputed center of the stage. Not to be upstaged, 
performer McCarthy threw in the curtain line: "Let me make 
it clear I am not accusing this young man of any improper 
conduct. He is a yery ambitious photographer and is entitled 
to take a picture of that kind. I think he did what many young 
men would like to do to get a scoop on that document. I 
merely felt it should not appear in Lire magazine.” 

Lire thinks even more highly of Photographer Walker than 
does Senator McCarthy and is glad to report that he is con- 
sidered to be responsible as well as ambitious. After ruling 
that the document should not be published because it had not 
yet been introduced as evidence, Chairman Mundt indicated 
that Walker could be trusted to do the proper thing by saying, 

If I can have the assurance that it [the picture] will be de- 
stroyed it will be all right.”

DULLES, GENEVA AND HISTORY 
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Explaining Secretary of State Dulles’ “united action” vi 
Paris, Premier Laniel told the French Chamber of Deputi 
evolution of American opinion has caused American diplomacy to 
harden its attitude” toward Communist expansion in southeast 
Asia, Why does this description sound subtly wrong to an Ameri- 
can ear? Because, if you think about the “evolution of American 
opinion” over the past few weeks, it did not harden Secretary 
Dulles’ diplomacy; his diplomacy hardened American opinion. 
We, the public, are being led. 

Two months ago no high official would have insisted that Indo- 
china was an American military frontier. We were backing the 
French with money and hope, but they stood between 
mutual enemy; there seemed neither a will nor a way to rescue 
the cause of freedom from their tired hands. The fearful predicted 
that the Geneva conference would be a “Far Eastern Munich” and 
Dulles was criticized for agreeing to it at all. 

Geneva is still a dangerous conference and the French positie 
in Indochina is still bad. But there is now at least a chance for th 
free world to survive Geneva with 
unimpaired. The whole

In diplomacy, “Never point a gun unless you mean to shoot.” 
If you mean to, you may not have to; and of course Dulles’ whole 
policy is based on the hope that we won't. This hope can be rein- 
forced by not waving the gun in the air at Geneva and by more pr: 
cise definitions there of the contingencies under whieh it will be 
used. But meanwhile the American people, for whom Dulles 
speaks, must decide for themselves whether or not he is bluffing. 

the Senate on April 6, led by young 
Jack Kennedy, was of a statesmanlike seriousness not often heard 
in that body. It disclosed much doubt of Indochina as a battlefield, 
mined as it is with the boobytraps of French colonialism. But it 
showed no isolationism or indifference to the great issues involved. 
It is our guess that Dulles speaks for American opinion; in short, 
that he is not bluffing. 

The State Department recently made public some documents 
relating to U.S. foreign policy in 1936. That was the year Hitler 
d the Rhineland, breaking two treaties and enormously ¢ 
solidating his growing power. At the time, the documents now 
reveal, the French sent an urgent plea for a U.S, statement “con- 
demning on moral grounds any unilateral repudiation of a treaty. 
Secretary of State Hull replied, “We do not feel that we could 
appropriately make any comment at this time.” 

What a change in 18 years! Perhaps democracies do learn from 
history. If Hitler's troops had met any resistance in the Rhineland, 
they would have had to withdraw. Each time the West refused to 
stop him, it became harder to stop him the next time, with what 
results we know. Each time the West has refused to stop the So- 
viets, their power has also grown. Dulles, by rallying Western 
resistance in Indochina, is trying to stop the Communist third 
of the world from becoming the Communist half of the world, He 
is doing it by assuming serious risks. But as he put it, These risks 


are far less than would face us a few years from now if we dare

THOSE SCANDALS SHOULDN'T STOP FHA 


‘The uproar in the Federal Housing Administration proves one 
thing beyond a doubt: Republicans still have a lot to learn from 
Democrats about political footwork. When the President fired the 
head of FHA, Guy Hollyday, he made a Republican appointee the 
goat for scandals of Democratic origin. Democrat Harry Byrd 
forthwith announced an investigation of the scandals. This feint 
at the headlines distracted Republican Homer Capehart into 
launching his own investigation, thus sidetracking his commit- 
tee’s real task, which is to report out a new housing bill, one of 
the best parts of the Eisenhower legislative program. 

The Republican ineptitude seems all the worse when you con- 
sider the scandals that caused it. To the building industry the 
are old stuff. They are of two kinds. FHA partly guarantees smail 
bank loans for home modernization. The banks make about two 
million such loans a year and the guarantee made them careles 
This opened the door to a lot of swindlers who sell shoddy repair 
work and get their money before the homeowner discovers he got 
less than he still owes for. Not FHA, which has only six inspec 
tors, but the banks were supposed to police these deals. Holl 
day took action by forcing them to tighten up last October. 

‘The other scandals all date from the housing shortage of 1946- 
50, when apartment-house builders could and did make big quick 
profits, Because of rent control, which denied them their normal 
profit incentives, the government deliberately encouraged these 
builders. They could borrow mortgage money, insured by FHA, on 


the basis of the “estimated replacement cost” of the building in- 
stead of the actual cost; the builder was then privileged if he could 
to make the actual cost much lower. Probably some of these quick- 
buck builders were also crooks and bribed a few FHA officials. That 
is why the Department of Justice investigation of FHA should be 
continued. But most of them were simply legitimate profiteers who 
had accepted the government's invitation to break the back of 
the apartment-house shortage—and who did break it. 

1 operation as huge as FHA needs plenty of steady scrutiny 
by Congress and the public. It also needs the repeated query, is 
a government housing program necessary at all? But in FHA’s 
case the answer as of May 1954 must certainly be a resounding 
yes. It has reduced the formerly outrageous price of mortgage 
credit by spreading the risks over the nation and over the busi- 
ness cycle. It is hastening a great national objective: that every 


jobholder shall be able to own his home. 
The Eisenhower housing program would remove certain exist- 


ing discriminations in the FHA law and also liberalize it, makin; 
it easier to buy homes out of income. The home-building in 
dustry has already proved this a good bet. Notoriously imper- 
vious to the present recession, it promises an “ever-normal 
housing boom.” But as housing is a cornerstone of the economy, 
so FHA is a cornerstone of housing. It deserves full public and 
congressional support. We urge Senator Capehart to forget Byrd 
and the headlines and get back to that legislation.

MEAT SITUATION 


May, 1954 


Total meat production is continuing at 
about the same level as a year ago. Beef 
production, however, is about 10% greater, 
and retail beef prices generally are lower; 
pork production is about 15% smaller, and 
pork prices generally are higher. Veal 
production is up sharply, and prices are 
down; lamb production is about the same, 
and so are prices.

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‘REBEL RARITIES 


During the Civil War the Confederacy was as extravagant in printing stamps as 
in printing money; today a good “rebel” stamp can be bought for as little as 25 
cents, But Confederate Provisionals—issued by local postmasters from June 1, 
1861, when they quit using U.S. stamps, and Oct. 14, 1861, when the first Con- 
federate stamps appeared—are extremely rare. They were so appealing that such 
removed collectors as King Fouad of Egypt, Farouk’s father, and John Drink- 
water, the British dramatist, specialized in them. 

All covers on the opposite page belong to Pacificus, who has the world’s best 
Confederate collection, An identifi of them, with their values, follows: 
1—Grove Hill, Ala., $6,000; 2—Knoxville, Tenn., $3,500; 3—Pleasant Shade,

Va., $5,000; 4—Danville, Va., $2,000; 5—Goliad, Texas, $3,000; 6—Beau- 
mont, Texas, $3,500; 7—Mount Lebanon, La., $5,000; 8—Baton Rouge, La., 
$1,000; 9—Livingston, Ala., $12,000. Nearly all of these Provisionals ‘were 
crudely printed by local newspapers or in small print shops. The printer of the 
Mount Lebanon stamp was so inexperienced that after cutting the parallel lines 
and circle into the back of a discarded woodcut, he spelled out the letters in pos- 
itive form by hammering type faces into the wood. The result was that when he 
printed on paper with the woodcut, he got a reverse impression, But the post- 
master was too preoccupied with the war to quibble, and he sold the issue any- 
way, scribbling with ink over the reversed "'5” on the stamp to invalidate it. 


FINDS AND A FATLURE 


The greatest thrill in collecting is the making of an unexpected “find.” The 
finds may be among the oldest issues or the newest, since age alone is not the 
decisive factor in determining valuc. In 1946 a secretary to Scotland’s Duke of 
Buccleuch, searching through an old desk, found a block of 48 English two- 
penny blues (1 aboce), which with the penny blacks were the world’s first post- 
age stamps. In 1840, when issued, this block cost about $2. Today 48 penny 
blues, sold singly, would bring $7.200. As an unbroken block they are worth 
$25,000. In 1944, when the Americans oceupied the island of Leyte, they hand- 
stamped the word “victory” on odds and ends of Philippine stamps. Only three 
blocks of the four-centavos air-mails are now known to exist. One such block 
(2 above), which cost eight U.S. cents, is now worth $3,000. Only four copies 
of the two-centavos with " ” in small letters are now known to 
exist. One of these (3), ori ting one U.S. cent, is worth $700 today. In 
1942 a Belgian dealer, buying a lot of new stamps, discovered that one sheet of 


50, printed in Paris for Mauretania, French West Africa, had inverted centers. 
The sheet, costing originally about $10, was broken into 42 single stamps and two 
blocks of four each. Present value of one block (4): $3,000. In 1942, after Free 
French naval forces had taken over the strategic islands of St. Pierre and Mique- 
lon off the gulf of St. Lawrence, the local stamps were overprinted and one of 
them (5) is today worth $1,000. In 1941 Liberia issued a 50-cent stamp to 
commemorate the first direct air-mail flight between it and the U.S. The flight, 
scheduled for 1941, did not take place until 1942, and apparently all but eight 
unused copies of the stamp had 1947 barred out. One barless stamp (6) is val- 
ued at $750. But not all stamps, as some collectors bitterly learn, go up in valu 

A Hungarian stamp, bearing the image of Vice Regent Stephan Horthy (7), cost 
only five cents when it was issued in 1943. Believing that only a few had been 
printed and that it would rise in price, collectors paid $5 for it in 1944. After 
the war vast quantities turned up and the stamp can be bought today for a cent, 
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LIFE OF A KING 


Of the thousands of persons whose faces have appeared on stamps only one, 
King Boris III of Bulgaria, had all the outstanding events of his life depicted on 
stamps as they occurred, In 1896 the one-stotinka, with coat of arms, commemo- 
rated Boris’ second baptism. His father had had him baptized in 1894 as a Roman 
Catholic to please the Pope; the second baptism was in the Greek Orthodox faith 
to please Russia, In 1911 Crown Prince Boris appeared on the 50-stotinki with

his father and brother Cyril. In 1918, at 24, he became king. In 1930 he took a 
bride, the daughter of King Victor Emmanuel of Italy. In 1988 there was a stamp 
wreathed in garlands for his heir Simeon’s first birthday and in 1944 a stamp 
bordered in black in memoriam, How Boris died is still a mystery. One story has 
him poisoned by the Navis, another, shot by the Communists, His physicians say 
he died from pneumonia brought on by overexertion while hunting wild goats, 


SOME TROUBLEMAKERS 


Some stamps, like some people, have achieved fame by stirring up trouble. In 
1900 a stamp of the Dominican Republic, showing the island of Hispaniola with 
the Dominican boundary extending into territory claimed by Haiti, helped bring 
on an unofficial war between the two countries. There were skirmishes on and off 
until 1937 when 12,500 Haitians were slain after crossing the controversial 
border. (The dispute was finally settled in 1938,) 

A Nicaraguan stamp showing a smoking volcano, Momotombo, in 1902 en- 
flamed the dispute over location of the Panama Canal. Pro-Nicaraguan lobbyists 
in Washington who wanted the canal through their country had denied the dan- 
ger of volcanoes. But a Panama exponent distributed copies of the stamp to every 
senator to show that the Nicaraguan post office at least was aware of volcanoes. 
‘When he also brought out the fact that Momotombo had actually erupted only 
a few weeks before, the Senate voted for Panama. In 1930 when Spain printed 
the nude Duchess of Alba on a stamp commemorating the artist, Goya, and an 


exposition at Seville, the Spanish post office was flooded with protests from all 
over the world. One Swiss zealot declared, ""Millions of innocent children collect, 
Spain not only refused to withdraw the stamp from circulation but 


vain King Ferdinand I1, known as “Bomba” for his practice of bombarding his 
rebellious subjects, felt the postmark might mar his classical countenance. The 
king was finally mollified with a special postmark that canceled only the frame of 
the stamp, leaving Ferdinand himself unblemished. Diplomatic relations between 
Englancl and the Argentine were threatened in 1933 when Britain issued a series 
ing the 100th anniversary of its rule over the Falkland 
Islands. Argentina, which claims the islands, refused to recognize th 
and issued its own stamp showing the islands as belonging to Argentin 
dispute, which still continues today, is often called "The Battle of the Stamps.” 


DEATH OF A REPUBLIC 


These seven stamps tell as no history book could the pathetic story of a tiny 
country that lived too briefly. 1 shows a stamp issued in 1872 for the Russian 
province of Kurland, which later became part of Latvia. 2 shows the back of a 
stamp made from a German military map in 1918, after Latvia had become inde- 
pendent, 3 was authorized by a joint force of White Russians and renegade Ger- 
mans which invaded Latvia in 1919. 4, made in 1919 from a captured Bolshevik 


banknote, is the back of a stamp commemorating Latvia's first year of independ- 
ence. 5 is independent Latvia’s last issue in 1940, 6 was authorized by the Ger- 
mans, who having turned Latvia over to Russia under the nonaggression pact of 
1939, then invaded it in 1941 and issued captured Russian stamps with the date 
overprinted. 7, issued in 1947 after the Communists had taken over Latvia, shows 
the arms of the Latvian Socialist Federated Soviet Republic, now part of Russia.

The great collectors of stamps were all men of passion. If they did 
not have passion when they started collecting, they soon developed 
it, for there is no mistress so demanding as stamps. You just 
don’t know what stamps can do to a man,” says one collector 
almost breathle: Stamps are an addiction for which there is 
no cure,” explains another. “No real collector ever sells his stamps 
in his lifetime—unless it is to buy more stamps.” Sixty or 70 
years ago, when the first great collections were being built, there 
were many fewer stamps than today, but even then no man could 
have satisfied the passion for completeness which has been the 
overpowering drive behind every great collector. Every country in 
the world except Bhutan in the Himalayas has issued stamps. 
There are now about 150,000 different kinds of stamps and the 
chances of any one man’s collecting at least one copy of each 
is hopeless. 

By far the greatest collector of all time was Count Philippe 
yon Ferrari, a mysterious man who owned, among many others, 
about 75% of the stamps on the preceding pages or their dupli- 
cates. Ferrari was born in 1848, the son of the Duke of Galliera, a 
rich Italian banker and shipbuilder. His mother, who had inherited 
yast Italian real estate holdings, was one of Europe’s wealthiest 
women. Because the Duke and Duchess of Galliera were much 
sought after for financial and social favors, King Louis Philippe 
and Queen Marie Amélie of France gladly accepted the offer to be 
godparents of young Philippe when he was baptized. Philippe, 
named for the king, grew up to scorn his father, who was some- 
what of an authoritarian. When the duke died and his widow for 
the first time entered his library, which had been forbidden her, 
she found 1,000-frane government bonds stuffed into 300 sump- 
tuous book covers—a total of three million francs or $579,131. 
Ferrari reportedly refused to accept any of his father’s money, 
most of which was given to charity. 

Philippe was a highly intelligent but nervous and sickly child. 
When he was about 10, to keep him from brooding, his mother in- 
troduced him to stamps. As he grew up he showed no interest in 
wine, women or the race track, the normal diversions of the day 
for a man of his means and social status. With trusted aides to 
look after the $25 million estate inherited from his mother, Fer- 
rari spent all his time and energies hunting stamps. He went 
around wearing an old Basque beret, dirty pants full of holes and 
cheap, rope-soled shoes. While he was out searching for stamps, 
dozens of dealers would come hunting for him at his Paris home, 
where they would be interviewed by Ferrari's private stamp cu- 
rator. Every Monday morning the count’s treasurer would come 
into the curator’s room and impale 50,000 francs in notes (about

$10,000) on a series of nails on the curator’s desk. This was for 
the week's purchase of stamps. 

But even for a man of the count’s wealth and dedication, the 
quest for philatelie perfection was hopeless. For most countries 
he was able to ferret out one of almost every type of stamp issued, 
but when he came to the native Indian states and South Australia, 
which had issued almost 2.500 different stamps under the most 
obscure conditions, he was stumped. There was not enough time 
in a man’s life to secure all these stamps. He was returning to a 
Lausanne hotel in a taxicab in 1917, after visiting a Swiss stamp 
dealer in the hope of finding at least one more missing item, when 
he suffered a heart attack and died. 

‘Though Ferr collection was willed to the Berlin Postm 
scum, it was seized and sold by the French government as part of 
the war reparations. Collectors from all over the world flocked to 
Paris and bid fiercely. They paid a total of $1,632,524, a fantastic 
figure for the day though the same stamps today would probably 
three times that amount. 

‘The nearest American equivalent of Ferrari was Colonel Edward 
Howland Robinson ( . By the time Green started saving stamps 
the challenge to complete a world collection was even greater than 
for Ferrari because thousands of new varieties had heen issued. 
The colonel never had Ferrari's philatelie knowledge and taste 
but his collection, like its 290-pound owner, was noteworthy for 
sheer size. Green, born in 1868, was the son of Hetty Green, the 
famed Wizard of Wall Street. One of the world’s wealthiest peo- 
ple. Hetty was also one of the stingiest. When her son injured 
his knee sledding down a hill, she ‘dressed him i ws and ap. 
plied for charity treatment at a hospital. The doctor, recognizing 


her. refused to treat the boy without payment, whereupon she 
tried to treat the leg herself. Eventually it had to be amputated 
and Green walked the rest of his life on a cork leg 


Hetty’s son spent money with the same delight that his mother 
hoarded it. He accumulated radios, pretty girls, airplanes, auto- 
mobiles and, finally, stamps. Green had promised his mother he 
would not marry until he was 40 (he married at 49) but this did 
not prevent him from flying the chorus lines of musical shows 
down to his Miami home for weekends of reve

Hind made plush for car s« tory 
in Clark Mills, N.Y. at a time when the autor industry was 
just beginning to boom. He prospered so quickly and easily that 


he became bored and sought diversions, At his partner's sugzes- 
tion, he took up stamps, starting out by buying a batch of 12,000 
varieties for $3,000. Once introduced to stamps, he was enmeshed. 

A self-conscious rich man, Hind flaunted both his money and 
stamps, paying )0 at the Ferrari auction for the famous Brit- 
ish Guiana one-cent (page 85), the highest price ever paid up to 
that time for a single philatelic piece. Hind built up the best col- 
lection of U.S. stamps ever assembled, but still not satisfied, he 
traveled around the world many times hunting for foreign 
He bought whole collections as if he were buying lollipops 
000 for Hugo Griebert’s Spanish collection, $63,000 for a French 
collection, $170,000 for one of the collections of Joseph Duveen, 
the famous art dealer. 

When Hind died in Miami in 1933, at the age of 77, his estate, 
reputedly worth many millions of dollars, consisted of real estate, 
stocks and bonds, and only incidentally, stamps—or so the 
ecutors th cluding the stamps, the other properties 
brought only 789 on a depression market. The stamps were 
sold for almost a million dollars, most of them being purchased for 
a London syndicate by H. ish stamp professional. 
Mrs. Hind kept back the iana one-cent and sold 
it in 1940 to its present owner at an undisclosed price, but certainly 
for much more than th 2.500 her husband had paid for it. Che 
present owner, who has built up, among others, a collection en- 
tirely of British Guianas, is not interested in selling the one-cent— 
not even for its present estimated value of $100,000. 

H.R. Harmer, who bought and then auctioned most of the Hind 
stamps. has been to philately what Henry Duveen was to art. Now 
84, and the world’s oldest bigtime stamp professional, Harmer has 
sold more than $40 million worth of stamps. He still ‘umnavi- 
the world, doing business on four continents, often traveling 
the 20s and °30s he hobnobbed 
a yalty and Indian maharajas, encouraging their 
interest in stamps. He had one argument that always worked 
when others failed, He would hint to the monarch or prince that 
if His Highness should have to leave his country suddenly, 
stamps would be much more convenient to take with him than 
the crown jewels. In any country stamps were as good Id, 
he argued, and by the simple expedient of selling a few choice 
items now and then even an ex-king could continue to live prac-

1s of state to whom Harmer sold stamps were 
Alphonso XIII of Spain, two kings of England, Carol of Romania, 
Fouad ypt and his son Farouk. the Maharaja of Bhawalaphur 
and one of the White Rajas of Sarawak. Carol followed Harmer’s 
advice and took his stamps with him when he went into exile. 
Farouk, a stamp dilettante, foolishly left his collection behind in 
Cairo when he was exiled in 1952.

The head of another state, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, felt 
stamps were almost as necessary to his well-being as air. Roosevelt 
could almost never throw away a stamp and kept most of the 

nds given him by individuals and governments, regardless 

value or condition. His Postmaster General, James A. 
indulged Roosevelt's interest by letting him help with the 
igns. At least two stamps were completely designed by Roose- 
velt—the 1933 Admiral Byrd and the 1934 joint air-mail special 
delivery. High-brow philatelists often referred to Roosevelt's col- 
lection as “junk.” But the “junk” was sold after his death by 
H.R. Harmer for $221,000. 

As philatelists multiplied over the world and competition for 
stamps became keener, foul means as well as fair were employed to 
get hold of them. In Paris a man named Aubert used a rich, beau- 
tiful young woman to entice Julien Delahaéf to an apartment, 
claiming that she was a connoisseur of stamps. Once in the apart: 
ment, Delahaéf was struck with an ax and his stamps stolen, In 
Holland one prepossessing fellow agreed to elope with the wile 
of a wealthy Dutchman on condition that she would bring along 
her husband's stamps. As soon as the scoundrel had his hands 
on the stamps he abandoned the poor woman and fled to France. 
To prevent stamps from being stolen from his auction roor 
Dealer H. R. Harmer has had special windows built into the 
walls through which detectives outside the room can peer and 
observe the auction rooms without being seen. ‘This can some- 
times be very embarrassing,” says Harmer, “because usually 
the thief is some titled or prominent person and there can be 
absolutely no question of taking him to court.” 


No titans today 


Philately is now more than 100 years old and shows abso- 
lutely no signs of declining. It is the most popular hobby in the 
world today and in the U.S. is second only to photography. There 
are no titans like Ferrari with ambitions to own every kind of 
stamp in the world and no swashbucklers like Green or Hind. To- 
Jay there are perhaps only three men who have truly great collec- 
tions worldwide in scope: Theodore Champion of Paris, Maurice 
Burrus of St. Croix-aux-Mines, France, and the anonymous “! 

mentioned previously. Most ambitious collectors special- 
Theodore Steinway, the piano manufacturer, for example, con- 
n stamps connected with music. Mrs, Fay Jordan of 
New York City collects only stamps of violet color, which she calls 
her “bunch of v h specialization, philately has also. be- 
come more exacting, much more attention heing paid now than 
formerly to the condition of the original gum on the hack of the 
stamps, the centering of the design with relation to the perfora- 
tions, and other details. 

‘As more and more collectors come into the field, increasing de- 
mand, the prices of rare stamps will probably go even higher. The 
number of rarities available is extremely limited even though there 


are sources of supply which have not yet been fully exploited. 


Hiram E. Deats of Flemingto has found some of the choicest 
U.S. Postmaster Provisional and Confederates by digging through 
old trunks and attics and by going through the files of old business 
firms. Once, looking for rare revenue stamps, Deats bought 10 car- 
loads of waste paper from the U.S. Treasury and spent a year 
methodically searching through it. In Philadelphia the banking 
firm of Charnley and Whelan sold its old correspondence to a 
paper firm for $50; later stamps retrieved from the letters wer: 
old in different transactions for a total of around $100,000. With 
few exceptions, nearly all of the great rarities shown on the pre- 
ceding pages have been retrieved from so-called debris, sometimes 
just as they were about to be thrown into a furnace.

My Five-Year Exile in 


FAMOUS FUGITIVE DESCRIB 


HOW 


One of the most colorful figures in South America was still recover- 
ing last week from a bizarre experience. It had imperiled the rela~ 
tions of two countries, been the subject of three judgments by the 
World Court at The Hague—and lasted five years. It all started in 
1948 when the government of Peru outlawed the radical (though 
non-Communist) APRA party and its leader, Victor Rail Haya de 
la Torre. Senor Haya, student at Peru’s best law school and Oxforc 
England, and a veteran of Lima’s jails, this time took advantag: 
a law that is peculiar to South America: it permits a government to 
give “legation asylum” to a political refugee even in the refugee’s 
own country. But what started as a temporary haven for Haya be- 
came an international cause célebre which twas settled only after a 
new interpretation of the asylum law had been voted by all South 
American countries, Finally fi and exiled to Mexico, Haya has 
written for Lire his account of the five-year international incident.

He was an elderly Italian and 
his name, I was later to find out, was Alfredo. I was to know him 
much better than I then imagined 
/ sat in the big Louis XIII armchair, I realized that now I could 
relax—almost. For three months I had been on the run. On Oct. 3, 
1948 the Peruvian fleet had rebelled against President Jos¢ Luis 
Bustamante. The revolt was crushed the same day, but President 
Bustamante reacted by blaming it on my political party, APRA, and 
outlawing the party and all its members. As its leader, | was Busta- 
mante’s chief target. I was ready to swear that neither I nor anyone 
else in the party had anything to do with the rebellion. But it was 
obvious that I would not get a fair hearing. My only choice was to 
go into hiding. 

I lived in the homes of friends. in hotels that appeared to be safe 
from Bustamante’s searching part n the houses of workers who. 
were Apristas. Periodically, late at night or at dawn, I changed hiding 
places. On Oct. 19 my mother died. Bustamante’s interior minister, 
Julio César Villegas, ordered his police to arrest me if I appeared at 
the funeral, so I could not go. My brother Edmundo took a chance 
and went. The guards who seized him let him have only a moment's 
look at her casket before they dragged him off to jail. 

W I stayed under cover, my pursuer was replaced. Manuel

This last indignity was too much for the ambassador, and he 
formally protested to the Peruvian government. He was semipo- 
litely informed that the “ditches” had been dug to lay new tele- 

phone wires. But during my entire stay 
the telephone wires were not laid and 
the “ditches,” which I prefer to call by 
their real name of trenches, remained 
unfilled. 

I still marvel at how well the ambas- 
sador, his wife and his staff stood up 
under this persecution. Far from show- 
ing annoyance, Ambassador and Seio- 
ra Echeverri treated me only with the 
kindest hospitality, even at the height 
of the Peruvians’ insults. The embas- 
staff and servants seemed to regard 
it either as a game or as a challenge to 
their perseverance. Only once did I see 
a servant of Echeverri’s crack under 
the strain. The housekeeper regularly 
took the ambassador's and my clothes 
to the laundry, and it was on her re- 
turn from one of these trips that I saw her break into tears. 

Between sobs she told us what happened. On a street behind 
the embassy she had been accosted by an elegzant-appearing sefiora 
who announced, “I live near here and I know you work in the 
embassy. What you could do is help us kill that man who has asy- 
lum there. You could give him poison, and I could assist you.” 
Horrified, Sara broke away and ran 
straight to tell us. It took a while for 
us to calm her, but after that she went 
about her business unperturbed. 

As for myself, I was prepared for a 
long siege, maybe even as long as the 
six months the ambassador predicted. 
He had given me a most comfortable 
corner room, with a bath and two bal- 
conies overlooking the garden. With 
free run of the house, I settled down 
into a carefully imposed routine. Morn- 
ings I was up at 6:30 or 7, when I 
up to the embassy roof for an 
bath.” [ have always felt the need for 
regular physical exercise, and the roof 
was the only place I dared venture into 
the open. Because Odria had so many 
police and soldiers stationed around the 
fenced-off embassy grounds, I did not go into the garden for two 
years. Even on the “roof, as I exercised, the soldiers called from 
the street below and neighboring roof tops, “Don’t work so hard, 
You'll be in prison soon. 

After a shower and breakfast in my room, I worked at my read- 
¢ and writing. Although my nephew and a Basque Carmelite 

priest who had long been my friend 
came to see me a few times at first and 
brought me necessities and some books, 
the ambassador soon had to bar all vis- 
itors in order to observe the technical- 
ities of asylum. The only outsider he 
could admit was a barber, a rugged fel- 
low who came every two weeks and re- 
fused to be intimidated even though 
the police repeatedly arrested him and 
once refused to admit him for a seven- 
month period. Members of the embas- 
sy staff helpfully supplied my other 
needs by purchasing them for me. They 
bought whatever books I wanted and 
the ambassador lent me volumes from 
his extensive library, While reading, I 
organized notes for the various essays 
I planned to write during my stay. 

Thad lunch downstairs and then went back to my room for such 
light reading as newspapers and magazines, had a nap and re- 
turned downstairs to play my daily game of ping-pong with the 
servants. I killed the rest of the afternoon in the tub, soaking and 
listening to a powerful short-wave radio that brought in stations 
from New York, London and Moscow. I recall that during the U.S.

Dinner was invariably in the main dining room with the Eche- 
verris, From the first they made me completely at home. When 
there were no state guests, the Echeverris and I usually went 
into the drawing room after dinner and continued our conver- 
sations long into the evening. Because of our conflicting polit 
cal beliefs, we were careful to avoid politics in our talks as much 
as possible. We ranged through the history and life of Colomb 
our mutual friends there, art and religion and even the U.S. play 
The Man Who Came to Dinner, We remembered that in that play 
Sheridan Whiteside and his hosts knew approximately when their 
siege would be over because it would take his fractured hip just so 
long to heal. But how long would it take Odrfa’s political itch to 
heal? How long would the Echeverris be saddled with their man 
who came for asylum? 

Occasionally there were light moments which the Echeverris 
enjoyed as much as I. One day the ambassador came upstairs still 
laughing from an interview he had just had with a lady from the 
U.S. He had been unable to grant her request to see me because 
of the rules of asylum, So she had suggested her solution to the 
problem: she would adopt me as her son. The ambassador, after 
recovering from his surprise, made a shrewd guess and informed 
his visitor that I was older than she. When he told her my age 
(55 then), she agreed that she was four years younger. I w: 
to be unable to thank her personally for her ef forts in my bel 
Amused as we were, we appreciated them—whether she wa 
ally four years younger than I or not. 


TA-TA-TA-TA-TA 


NE thing neither of us mentioned to the other, though it 
( must have annoyed the Echeverris on occasion. Often as I 
wor! rked late the stillness of the night would be broken by the “ra- 
t pause and “ra-ra-ra-ra-ra” of an automobile horn, 
sometimes made right under my window as a brave driver dashed 
past. This usually woke a crescendo of motorcycle engines, sirens

I would smile at the sound and listen until 
the frustrated police returned to their post. Then I would go back 
to my work, happy that my unknown friend had gotten away.

Jorge Morales, who took over as chargé d'affaires, had been 
consul of the embassy and a close friend of Ambassador Echeverri- 
Cortés, and he took the same attitude toward my asylum as his 
pred or had. This, I thought, was all the more impressive be- 
cause of the particular kind of mental torture Odria’s police chose 
to inflict upon the Moraleses.

I particularly en- 
joyed their birthday parties, when they awarded me the supreme 
e of bringing in the lighted cake. But when 6-year-old Jorge 
Morales Jr. went off to school every morning, he was given a 
frightening “escort” of motorcy It was not a pleasant experi- 
ence to look out the embassy window and watch little Jorge, sitting 
beside the embassy chauffeur and staring back terror-stricken at 
the motorcycles roaring and spitting and ming after him.

As this per- 
formance went on day after day, however, it became difficult for 
his parents to convince the shaken little boy that the police were 
not really going to hurt him.

Aurelio Caicedo. He is a brilliant young man who has since become 
Colombia’s labor min y the principle of asylum, 
and my relationship with him was as friendly as it had been with 


the others. He was a bachelor though, and I missed the happy noises 
of children about the house and the charm of a lady presiding over 
the dinner table. It also happened that this was the period during 
which Peruvian-Colombian relations became most acute. The whole 
question of asylum had been taken before the International Court 
of Justice at The Hague. The court now handed down a decision 
which the Peruvian government interpreted as an order to Colombia 
to hand me over. Colombia refused. 

For seven months after that we lived under tension. The troops 
maneuvered as if about to storm the embassy. The water supply was 
cut off for a few days, and no one was allowed to enter or leave the 
building. Caicedo stood firm, but we prepared for attack. The wives 
of the emb: officials were ordered to leave Lima temporaril 
Caicedo and I set about burning embassy archives, and it was with 
tears in my eyes that I wate! hed page after page of my own work, 
more than 200 pages in all, burn and float up the chimney. ‘The 
continuous threat of assault did not die down until June 1951, 
when the World Court, presented with the case again by Colombia, 
decided that “Colombia is not obliged to turn over the man who 
has sought asylum and Peru is not obliged to give safe conduct.” 
The siege softened, the embassy wives returned to Lima and I 
thought sadly of the hard work I had destroyed in the flames.

Or- 
dering a waiter to follow her with a tray of cocktails, she went out 
through the gates to the street. At the corner she formally received 
the nurse and the student in her most gracious manner. The 
cocktail tray was passed around. Sefiora Gori toasted the honored 
guests. The guests responded with enthusiasm. Sei 
fered her apologies. The nurse and the student 
understood, For a few pleasant minutes the small cocktail party 
held forth right there on the corner of Arequipa Avenue and Paz 
Soldan Street; the ng their thanks, the nurse and the 
udent took their leave, Through it all Nanny had been alternate- 
eyed and giggling at the novel spectacle. But now, as her 
guests departed, gloom descended on her. 

She returned to the house and wande disconsolately through 
the empty salons. The candles guttered in their candelabra. Food 
congealed on the plates. A waiter murmured his sympathy as she 
went by and she nodded silently, biting her lip. I felt more in- 
dignant than I had during my entire stay at the embassy because 
the government was persecuting an inoffensive foreign lady who 
could not even grasp what it was all about. 

‘The Goris’ children grew accustomed to the constant cordon of 
police and soldiers, One day, when they were going to the circus, 
José came to my room to announce that he wanted me to 
with them and that he was on his way to ask permission of the 
guards to take me. Before I could explain, he was off to ask his 
parents. They told him to go ahead, He got through the garden 
and up to one of the gates, then slowed, stopped and came 
“The trouble is,” he explained, “they can’t speak English.”

T was in April of this year when Teresa, leaving the embass 

on her way to dancing school, stopped short and exclaim 
to her brother, “Look! The guards are gone! Dr. Haya can leave! 
José was not so easily fooled. ‘You silly girl,” he answered. “They 
are hiding behind the trees. 

But Teresa was right. The guards were gone. 

What had happened was that Peru was finally giving up. A year 
earlier, at Buenos Aires, the Inter-American Juridical Committee 
had approved a general convention of asylum; Peru voted against 
it. From that time on I had watched the Peruvian government 
yield inch by inch grudgingly. Meanwhile I had to control my 
growing belief that the end was finally drawing near. During my 
career, which has had its severe trials, I have always schooled 
myself to remain as tranquil as possible no matter what the provo- 
cation. Now I kept repeating to myself that after waiting five years 
I must keep from getting excited because I would thereby lose the 
full flavor of victory.

Still, it was difficult. When the Bogota conference convened 
last March and I realized that the two governments would proba- 
bly use this occasion to come to an agreement. I eagerly watched 
the slightest developments. The first indication I received that 
agreement had been reached came from my friend of so long ago: 
a cable arrived from former Ambassador Echeverri-Cortés, con- 
taining the one word “Congratulations.” Soon afterward some 
Lima representatives of foreign news services were on the tele- 
phone, informing me that an agreement between Colombia and 
Peru had been signed at Bogota and I would be given safe conduct 
out of the country. 

Now I experienced an emotion I had not expected—an almost 
overwhelming sadness at the prospect of leaving what had been 
my home for so long. I had thought at times during my stay that 
would happily leave the embassy as one leaves a prison. Instead, I 
elt exactly as I had in Oxford, England in the 1920s when I 
looked back from the train window and saw the city’s towers dis- 
appearing for the last time. 


Freedom with bread 


T this milestone, when I knew for certain that my bizarre ex- 
perience would soon be over, I reviewed for myself what had 
been accomplished by my self-exile inside my own country. For 
I knew that a great deal had been accomplished. 
e years is a good long time to think. I had been able to formu- 
late my position on the problems of the world and the role I be- 
lieve the American nations should play in the world conflict. | had 
all but completed a book which detailed these views. To my mind 
the essence of the conflict between East and West lies in two dif- 
fering conceptions of freedom. To Asia, with its fatalist religions 
and social and political traditions, freedom is hardly known. To 
the West, freedom is all important; the history of the West is its 
continuing struggle to win and maintain freedom. Consequently 
justice usually means bread without freedom to the East and ma 
sometimes mean freedom without bread to the West. That is wh: 
to my n Communism has a stronger appeal in Asia than in 
the West. Marxism as a political doctrine is inconceivable with- 
out the suppression of liberty. This cannot long succeed anywhere 
in the West. Its suce in the East will de epend on how long 
bread means more than freedom. 

I believe that democracy and capitalism offer the surest road 
toward a solution of world problems, even though capitalism still 
has its faults. But I also believe that that kind of democracy must 
have the broadest possible representation. 

f such things I thought, read and wrote during my stay in the 
Those five years as a victim of international legal confu- 
sion also convinced me that there can be no real peace and justi 
in the world without some kind of Magna Carta of human ts for 
all the world. 

One of the main articles of such a Mag 
principle of asylum. Throughout the five y 
this principle I never ceased wondering at the spirit with which 
my Colombian hosts stood by it and me. During this time civil 
wars were fought in Colombia and the government changed hands 
three times. But neither side in the domestic dispute questioned 
the other’s defense of my right to asylum. Colombia was not 
fighting for a frontier, territory or any material thing; Colombia 
was defending the rights of a Peruvian against the Peruvian gov- 
ernment and actually risking war for this principle. I shall always 
remember Colombia's action. 

The Colombian government even sent its Secretary-General of 
Foreign Relations, Dr. Joaquin Piiieros Corpas, to Lima to see that 
the Bogoté agreement was properly enforced. On March 27 he read 
me the terms of the agreement in the embassy’s main salon. He ad- 
vised me to begin packing right away, but knowing the Peruvian 
government would drag out the process as long as possible, I re 
fused to get excited or rushed. 

March 29 was Dr. Gori’s birthday and his friends and I had en- 
tered into a conspiracy to give him a surprise party. But that morn- 
ing Sefiora Gori informed us the party had to be called off because 
no outsiders were permitted to enter the embassy. So the birthday 
was celebrated quietly with the children and Nanny. While the 
candles were being lighted and songs sung I could not help thinking 
sadly that in a few days I would be gone. 

Once the Peruvian government had signed the agreement, it did 
abide by its word. I had to go through the motions ‘of surrendering 
myself t to the Peruvian minister of justice, who in turn had to hold 
me in custody for exactly one hour and then escort me to the Lima 
airfield.

Freundt Rosell entered the embassy. Dr. Gori met him in the hall 
and handed me over to Freundt Rosell. 

All the servants came in. I drank a farewell glass of champagne 
with them, the only Peruvians I had spoken to for five years. I em- 
braced the embassy officials. I went into the embassy’s gold room 
and stood for a moment before the Colombian flag. Then [ kissed it. 

I said my farewells to Dr. Gori, to Sefiora Gori, to Nanny. I was 
glad that the children were too young to realize that we would prob- 
ably never romp together again. Had one of them cried, I do not 
know how I could have said a proper goodby to them. 

The minister of justice waited patiently for me in the entrance- 
y. I went to join him, glancing at the Louis XIII “electric chair” 
as I crossed the hall. When we had got on the steps I remem- 
bered my luggage and excused myself to get it. “Don’t worry,” he 
said. “I will send a police car for it.” As he promised, the police 
took my suitcases (now increased from one to six) and typewriter 
to the airport; nothing was opened. 

On the ride to his office, Freundt Rosell was polite and almost 
friendly. [ commented on the changes along the 29-block route and 
he brought me up to date on our mutual friends in Lima. At his 
office most of the hour was taken up with the formalities of the 
passport to Mexico and the airline ticket which had been purchased 
for me. (The government of Peru always pays the transportation 
of the people it expels.) 

The rest went quickly and seemed almost anticlimactic: The 
minister of justice drove me to the airport, where we waited at the 
military station rather than the regular airline terminal; he was 
taking no chances of a demonstration at this point. The plane 
taxied across the field to where I waited. I climbed the steps into 
the plane. Inside a man stood up and pointed to a seat. “This is 
for you, Sefior Haya,” he said. He was a detective, ordered to ac- 
company me and make sure I was on the plane when it crossed the 
Peruvian border. I had just begun to breathe deeply the air of free- 
dom when we landed at Panama, and a crowd had gathered to cheer 
me flatteringly. 

M » City was the end of my road to exile—unless I am able 
to get a hetter passport. Peru issued me one which is good only in 
Mexico and which states that I was expelled from my country. Its 
intent is to restrict my future travels and activities. But after spend- 
ing five years in one house, I hope to see as much of the world as 
Tcan, and I have applied to the United Nations for a passport that 
will allow me to go anywhere without stigma or restriction. 

While I remained an exile inside my own country, my followers 
have suffered severely at the hands of the government. But our 
spirit is unsubdued. If we had accomplished nothing else, it would 
have been worth the difficulties of the past five years to prove the 
principle of asylum, so fundamental to humanity in these times 
of conflict between men and their governments. I thought of this 
as I flew on to Mexico City. At every stop people gathered at 
the airport to see the curious man who had spent five years as- 
serting the right to asylum. It was at Managua, Nicaragua that 
a shoeshine boy asked for my autograph, and I asked him, “Do 
you know who I am? 

“Oh, yes,” he replied quickly. “You are Mr, Asylum.”
